THE LAW IS VIOLATED 


PERSONAL. 


And the Saleon Is Publicly and 


Noisily Open on Sundays, 


Declared a Member of the Committee, 
While Another Said It Was Worst 
Place in Town and Police Knew It. 


The fact that a great many citizens 


are opposed to glove contests; was 
again impressed upon Mayor Qlid- 
denthi* morning. 


He found a delegation composed 


of representative citizens awaiting 
him when he reached his office. 
.'.This committee consisted of Geo. D. 
Scudder, chairman; Irving Drew, J. 
J. Rardin, L. H. Mnrphy, Pearl E. 
Belby, Henry Amberg, J. M, Wen- 
delken, Dr. J. F. Davis, W. B. An- 
'derBonVSamualReed and JohnPee- 
:Wei;-i;;'' 
Mri Soudder entered a protest, 


on behalf of the committee, against 
the glove contest. He though it was 
nothing more nor less than a prize 
fight. He read the law and said that 
under it he thought no contest could 
take place except in a club room and 
that, the opera house was certainly 
not a clnb room. Mr. Scudder con- 
cluded by asking the mayor to re- 
Bcind his permit, as the contest 
tended to demoralize the morals of 
the community.

Mayor Glidden declined to do BO. 


He thought it was strictly within 
the law. Policeman wonld be pres- 
ent and would stop it if there was 
any brutality. 


There was some discussion as to 


what the boxers were to receive. 
Some of the committee called atten- 
tion to the bills which stated that 
the winner was to take the gate re- 
ciepts. 
Others said Mr. Johnson 


had stated that the winner was to 
get 
$75 and the 
loser §25. The 


mayor said he was informed the 
men were p£*id to box. 


Mayor Glidden suggested that the 


gentleman appoint a committee to 
see the contest, so they could judge 
as to whether or not it was brutal. 
This suggestion was favorably re- 
ceived but action was deferred until 
later in selecting the men to attend. 


There was a minute of profound 


quiet. Then 
Mr. ' Samuel Eeed 


conghed slightly and said: 


"Mr. Mayor, we wish to call your 


attention to the fact that the law is 
being violated by Johnson's saloon 
at Fourth and Cblllicothe. It is 
notorious that minors loaf there 
and are Bold Hquor; it is a fact too 
that this galoon is publicly and 
noisily open on Sundays. "We wish 
to protest against this. We know 
you are not directly responsible, but 
the marshal is. He is not here and 
we request you to inform him. He 
and the policeman owe it to the pub- 
lic, by whom they are paid, that 
they enforce the law. 


Mr. Murphy agreed with Mr. Eeed 


and stated that it was a general re- 
port that Johnson's saloon was "the 
worst place in town." 


"Yes, and the police know it too" 


climed ia Mr. Eardiii. 


There was more talk along this 


line. Attention was called to the 
alleged fact that on Christmas night 
this saloon was wide open and waG 
filled with a boisterous and unruly 
crowd. 


The mayor invited the gentlemen 


to file complaints. He said they 
would be attended to. 
They ob- 


jected, claiming the police should 
enforce the laws. This was their 
duty and they should be held ac- 
countable. 


Mayor Glidden stated that he 


would call the attention of the police 
to the matter and see that the laws 
were enforced. He did not believe 
in auch strict enforcement of laws 
that cigars or papers conld not bo 
bought. This was always followed 
by a reaction, worse than ever. He 
believed in a happy medium in en- 
forcing these laws. 
||The committee then left, the meet- 
ing having been a very pleasant one, 
characterized by fairness in talking 
and in consideration of the ques- 
tions.
